W ASHINGTON’S CAREER AS AN ENG­ 
LISH COLONIAL OFFICER. 


(Its Barly Bent Was a Martial One. 
An Adjntant General at Nineteen. 
8(jnl on an Important Mission to 
the French—Service to Braddock.

Washington was by instinct a soldier. 
He was descended from a family of gen­ 
tlemen, many of whom had distin­ 
guished themselves in the wars of Eng­ 
land. 
It is not then strange that at an 
early ago he should display aptitudes 
and inclinations for a military life. 
This bias of his mind was also aided by 
circumstances and environment. When 
a boy attending school—tho schoolmas­ 
ter, by tho way, being sexton of the 
parish and his father’s tenant—Great 
Britain and Spain were engaged in 
wur, and Virginia entered with ardor 
into tho contest. Tho inspiring music 
of the lift] and drum was re-echoed from 
town and village to the scattered ham­ 
lets, aud the Old Dominion’s quota of 
men was soon recruited and dispatched 
to the seat of war in the West Indies. 
The mind of the boy was tinder to 
such a flame. 
His imagination became 
fired with military ardor, and soon he 
transformed the school playground into 
a scene of mimic battles. The school­ 
boys were classified as English and 
Spanish, 
the former commanded by 
j young Washington and the latter by a 
I boy named William Stubble. 
History 
I does not relate which party won the 
I greatest number of victories, hut it may 
be safely assumed that George Wash­ 
ington's Rained a fair share of the lau­ 
rels. 
When George was ll years of age, 
his elder brother Lawrence, who had 
been a captain in the Virginia battalion 
sent to the war, returned home. The 
stories ho told his young brother of the 
scenes and incidents of warfare increas­ 
ed to enthusiasm bis military ardor, and 
henceforth, when not engaged in sham 
fights, parades, reviews and other war­ 
like features, at which George always 
commanded, occupied every spare mo­ 
ment of the boy’s time. 
When George Washington was about 
14 years of age, his brother Lawrence, 
observing in him preferences aud a tem­ 
perament so congenial to his own, pro­ 
posed to the boy’smother that ho should 
enter the navy, as it offered at that time 
greater chances of preferment. 
Mrs. 
Washington reluctantly aud after great 
persuasion gave her consent to this pro­ 
posal, and a midshipman’s warrant was 
obtained for the youth. 
He engaged 
with spirit and enthusiasm in the work 
of preparation for his departure, and it 
is stated that his luggage was actually 
on board a man-of-war anchored in the 
river when at the last moment his 
mother relented. 
It is perhaps idle to 
conjecture what might or might not 
have happened had George Washington 
entered the British navy. It is, how­ 
ever, quite safe to assume that had be 
done so he would uever have been 
Shown as the “ Father of HisOonntry." 
After passing three years as a surveyor 
Washington, when but 19 years of age, 
was appointed adjutant general with 
the rank of major to inspect and exer­ 
cise the militia in one of the district! 
into which Virginia was divided in 
view of the French encroachments and 
Indian depredations with which the 
frontiers were threatened. Frenoh posts 
were already established on the banks 
of the Ohio, and Governor Dinwiddie 
selected Washington for the dangerous 
and arduous mission of interviewing 
the officer commanding the French 
forces aud inquiring by what authority 
he was invading the king’s dominions. 
He accepted at once and set out, w ith­ 
out military escort, on bis journey of 
nearly 600 miles, a great part of it over 
lofty and rngged mountains and throngh 
the heart of the wilderness. After en­ 
countering many dangers and narrowly 
escaping with his life he successfully 
performed his miss jeu ftfid . J ap* 
1754, delivered to Governor Dinwiddie 
the reply of the French commander lo 
bis message of inquiry. 
immediately alter wasmngton's re­ 
turn he was appointed to the command 
of a small body of troops raised to 
meet immediate exigencies. Soon after­ 
ward, the military establishment having 
been increased, he was appointed lieu­ 
tenant colonel of a regiment, of which 
be shortly assnmed the foil command 
throngh the death of his colonel. He 
commanded at the much misrepresented 
skirmish with the French which result­ 
ed in the death of Juruouville and also 
at the battle of Great Meadows, where 
Washington held the enemy, of vastly 
superior numbers, at bay from morning 
to night uutil the French requested a 
parley. 
The terms of the capitulation,

highly honorable, I ut when printed it

Kinley to be independent of the state. 
It now looks up to the pope only, who 
has named a Frenchman as apostolic 
delegate- Mgr. Deschapelles. bishop of 
New Orleans. 
“ The Americans give us a customs 
tariff 62 per cent lower than the one 
under which we operated before the 
war. and in spite of it the custom 
house at Santiago has prodnced 25 per 
cent more than the araonnt received 
dnring any corresponding period, which 
goes to show that the days of stealing 
are over. 
The Americans have also 
almlished the passports for the interior 
This was an exorbitant tax. 
My own 
passport (cedula personal) cost me iou 
piastres—that is to say. 500 francs—per

BOYS IN TRAMP LIFE.

Frank Willard, the author of a series 
of magazine articles uikiii tramp life 
addressed the meeting of the P u b lic 
Education association, held in Berkeh y 
Lyceum, New York, the other after­ 
noon. 
He :-poke in the interest cl the 
Tombs prison school, and made special 
reference to the boys in the tramp army 
“ The railroads." said the speaker, 
“ are the worst slums we have iii the 
I lilted States. 
Their widespread use 
for the purposes of trainpdoni dates 
hack to the period just after the war. 
A large number of men and boys. ac­ 
customed to camp life in the army. 
preferred to wander about the con lit r\ 
to returning to regular occupations 
The railroads became their highways. 
At first they walked, but it was an easy 
and a natural step to ride, and by 1*77 
hoboes had come into existence as a 
class. By 1885 they were recognized as 
a nuisance. 
“ The bulk of these men soon discov­ 
ered the value of begging by proxy 
The boy became a factor in the hobos 
life. 
The hobo exercises an easy fasci­ 
nation over the average boy of romantic 
temperament. 
The boy is told allur 
ing stories of western life. 
The great 
final argument is the assurance that he 
can ride all over the country in a ‘side 
door Pullm an’ for nothing. 
“ Then the boy’s apprenticeship be­ 
gins. His duty is to beg. He is made to 
think crime a successful career and re 
gard the prison life as an tfnimportant 
but necessary part of the business 
I 
believe that the school that would take 
him from the ranks of the hobo should 
consider crime as a business—as the 
criminal does -and show the boy that 
it does not pay. 
From my experience 
and observation I should say that the 
average period of time between prison­ 
e r the criminal is seven months. T he 
matter should he presented to the boy 
in this light.

The letter of the depart- 
! ment, he said, so far as it relates to him, 
| can be summarized under the following 
I heads:

“ The delay off Cienfuegos; the al­ 
leged slow progress toward Santiago de 
Cuba from Cienfuegos; the retrograde 
movements on the 26th and 27th of 
May; the battle of Santiago and the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet.” 
The admiral says bis orders from 
Sampson on May 19 were to blockade 
Cienfuegos, which he proceeded to do. 
On May 24, for the first time, he 
learned definitely that the Spanish fleet 
was not ut Cienfuegos. 
W ithin two 
flours he i-tarted for Santiago. 
He 
could see no ground for such criticism. 
He quotes from the dispatch of Samp­ 
son of May 20, in which the latter says 
Schley should “hold his fleet off Cten- 
luegos. 
If the Spanish ships have put 
into Santiago, tuey must come either to 
Havana or Cienfuegos to deliver the 
munition!* of war which ihey are said 
to bring for e-e iii Cuba.” 
Admiral m * uev adds: 
“This letter is 
uoi punted eituer in the appendix or 
executive document C, but I received it 
on the *28rd and n -hows that I was ex­ 
pected to iiolu my Mjuadrou off Cieu- 
luegos.” 
As to the slow progress toward San­ 
tiago, on account of the Eagle, he states 
that -he was a part of the force which 
Admiral Sampson had seen fit to send 
him aud he had no right to abandon 
lier. 
i he weather also was rough and 
not much better speed could have been 
kept up. 
if the weather had allowed 
and he had known the Spanish fleet 
was at Santiago, he would have left the 
Eagle. 
.speaking of “ the retrograde move­ 
m en ts" which the secretary, adapting 
the language of Admiral Sampson, 
characterized as “reprehensible con­ 
duct,’ Admiral Schley says that in 42 
years' service “ never was such language 
used to characterize conduct of mine, 
and I see no reason for it now.” He 
adds: 
“ Acting iii accordance with my best 
judgment, iii view of 
the circum­ 
stances, without certain knowledge of 
the whereabouts of that Spanish fleet, 
after having been informed by the 
scouts commanded by such officers as 
Sigsbee, .Iewell aud Wise that,although 
they had been off Santiago for a week, 
they had seen nothing of it and knew 
nothing oi its movements or its where­ 
abouts siuee it had left Curacao, after 
having been assured by Sigsme that he 
did not believe it was in Santiago, and 
by the emphatic declaration of the pilot 
Is uiiez,and knowing that as the sea and 
weather then w» re it would be impossi­ 
ble to coal my squadron off the port, I 
deemed it best to take the action I did, 
the final result of which was the loca­ 
tion of the enemy *8 fleet in Santiago 
harbor.*’ 
The latter explanation he gave for his

Detailing events connected with the 
battle of July 3, he said that at 8:45 of 
that (lay Admiral Sampson made signal 
from his flagship:

The U niversity of the United States 
is intended to he a postgraduate u ni­ 
versity, w hich shall set a standard and 
complete the educational plan of the 
country by offering unexampled oppor­ 
tunity for advanced work.

tion would m ake for good citizenship 
and patriotism in its highest sense is 
plainly show n in the terms of his be­ 
quest, here reproduced:

He w as descended from a fam ily of g en ­ 
tlemen, m any of 
whom 
had d istin ­ 
guished them selves iii tho wars of Kug- 
land. 
It is not then strange that at an 
early ago he should display aptitudes 
and in clin atio n s for a m ilitary life. 
This bias of his mind was also uided by 
circumstances and environment. 
W hen 
a liny attending school— tho schoolm as­ 
ter, by tho w ay, being sexton of tho 
parish and his lath er’s tenant— Great 
Britain ami Spain were 
engaged 
in 
war, ami V irginia entered w ith ardor 
into tho contest. 
Tho inspiring mu sic 
of the life and drum was re-echoed from 
tow n mid village to tho scattered h a m ­ 
lets, and tho Old D om inion’s qnota of 
men w as soon recruited and dispatched 
to tile seat of w ar iii the West Indies. 
The mind of the boy was tinder to 
such a flame. 
His imagination became 
fired w ith m ilitary ardor, and soon he 
transformed the school playground into 
a scene of m im ic battles.

j young W ashington and the latter by a 


1 boy named W illiam Stubble. 
H istory 
! does not relate w hich party won the 
( greatest number of victories, tint it may 
he safely assumed that George W ash­ 
ington’s gained a fair share of the lau­ 
rels. 
W hen George w as l l years of age, 
his elder brother Lawrence, w h o had 
been a captain in the Virginia battalion 
sent to the war, returned home. 
The 
stories ho told his young brother of the 
scenes and incidents of warfare increas­ 
ed to enthusiasm bis m ilitary ardor, and 
henceforth, w hen not engaged in sham 
fights, parades, review s and other w ar­ 
like features, at w hich George alw ays 
commanded, occupied every spare m o ­ 
ment of tho boy’s time. 
W hen George W ashington was about 
14 years of age, his brother Lawrence, 
observing in him preferences and a tem ­ 
perament so congenial to his ow n, pro­ 
posed to the boy’n mother that he should 
enter the navy, as it offered at that tim e 
greater chances of preferment. 
Mrs. 
W ashington reluctantly aud after great 
persuasion gave her consent to this pro­ 
posal, and a m idshipm an’s warrant w as 
obtained for tho youth. 
Ho engaged 
w ith spirit and enthusiasm in the work 
of preparation for his departure, and it 
is stated that his luggage w as actually 
on board a m an-of-war anchored in the 
river 
w hen ut the last m om ent his 
mother relented. 
It is perhaps idle to 
conjecture w hat m ig h t or m ig h t not 
have happened had George W ashington 
entered the British navy. 
It is, h o w ­ 
ever, quite safe to assum e that bad be 
done so he w ould never 
have been 
£how n as the “ Father of H isO o u n try .” 
After passing three years as a surveyor 
Washington, w hen but 19 years of age, 
was appointed adjutant general w ith 
the rank of major to inspect and exer­ 
cise the m ilitia in one of the districts 
into which Virginia was divided in 
view of the French encroachm ents and 
Indian depredations w ith 
w hich 
the 
frontiers were threatened. French posts 
were already established on the banks 
of the Ohio, and Governor D in w id d ie 
selected W ashington for the dangerous 
and arduous mission of interview ing 
the 
officer com m anding 
the French 
forces aud inquiring by w hat authority 
he was invading the k in g ’s dom inions. 
He accepted at once and set oat, w ith ­ 
out m ilitary escort, on bis jonrney of 
nearly 600 m iles, a great part of it over 
lofty and rugged m ountains and tbrongb 
the heart of the wilderness.

countering m any dangers and narrowly 
escaping w ith bis life be successfully 
performed his missioiiujfcgd „ Jan.

approached on numerous occasions in 
regard to the pressmen’s label which 
finds place on nearlv all the candidate 
cards this spring. The label is that of 
the International Printing Pressmen’s 
Union of North America, and shows 
that the printing on which it appears 
was done under the supervision of a 
anion pressman. 
Heretofore but 
the 
typographical 
union label appeared on the cards. This 
label denotes that the composition on 
the cards was executed by a union 
printer, but did not guarantee that the 
finished product was entirely the out­ 
put of union labor. Many printing con­ 
cerns employ onion printers and non­ 
union pressmen, and the use of the typo­ 
graphical label is not prohibited; and 
vice versa, the product of non-union 
printers’often goes into a union press 
room. and bears the label of the press 
mfm’s union. 
To be on the safe side, your printing 
should bear the label of the Allied 
Printing Trades, to be had ODly in the 
larger cities, where a number of print, 
ing trade unions amalgamate, or both 
the International Printing Pressmen’s 
and’Typographical labels. 
The N e w s R e v ie w is entitled to 
use 
both labels. 
This 
seems 
like 
a monopoly in the 
candidate 
card 
business, but 
not a labor crushing 
monopoly. 
When a voter receives a 
card bearing these two labels he knows 
that the workmen who turned it out re­ 
ceived a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work, and that the candidate pre- 
senting’it is in touch with the workmen. 
Beware of cards containing no label 
whatever. There are numerous print­ 
ing offices in the district where a 
journeyman printer considers himself 
fortunate to get a dollar for ten honrs’ 
hard labor, and where the mechanical 
forces are composed chiefly of girls and 
boys at wages ranging from $1.50 to 
$4.50 per week. 
A true unionist and union sympathizer 
buys union clothing, eats onion food

When much of the heavy ice had 
passed this city yesterday the river 
began to fall rapidly.

The same can be said of the Moore 
float,while the Liverpool Coal company’s 
fl jet is lying on ice six to eight feet 
high. The towboat Pacific worked all 
night with the fleet aud succeeded in 
placing the barges in a better position. 
The first boat to come down the river 
was the Clifton, Captain Fiches, of the 
Jntte company. It left Pittsburg in the 
afternoon and arrived at Market street 
at 6 o’clock. It went to work breaking 
the ice about the breakers at Market 
street and within a few hours had many 
of the barges, which were ice bound and 
grounded, in deep water. 
The wharf boat is grounded and not 
touching water. 
The ferryboat Dis­ 
patch is grounded at Union street and 
is ly in g in a bad position. The Pacific 
tried to get it in water but was unsuc­ 
cessful. 
The 8hantyboats are shifted, and 
many of them are strained. 
The marks at the wharf today regis­ 
tered ll feet and rising. 
The steamer Virginia is expected to 
reach here from Middleport Friday.

packets are 
scheduled to resume Thursday and Fri­ 
day. The Greenwood also expects to I 
leave on her regular day, Friday, and 
the Ben Hur is preparing to leave Thurs­ 
day for Parkersburg. 
Between 4 and 5 o’clock this morn­ 
ing two flatR, owned by the Jutte Coal 
company and tied at the Market street 
landing, broke from their moorings and 
started down the river. The towboat 
Clifton left the scene about an hour be­ 
fore this time and went to Newport 
where the George Shiras with a coal 
fleet was in danger. 
A young man named Starkey was 
started after the floats in a skiff, but at 
a late hour nothing had been heard 
from him.

LETTERS OF AGUINALDO 


Hi* Reasons F or Holding Span­ 
ish Prisoners.

From letters written to Major G en­ 
eral Otia by Aguinaldo, obtained re­ 
cently from Senor Lane of the Filipino 
junta at W ashington and a brother of 
A guinaldo^ uiiniHter of war, it appear* 
that General Otis threatened Aguinaldo 
With arrest if he persisted in his re­ 
fusal to release Spanish civil function­ 
aries and monks held prisoners by the 
insurgents. General Otis advised A gu i­ 
naldo to surrender those people, and 
when Aguinaldo wrote explaining his 
reasons for holding them General Otis 
made a strong request. 
Aguinaldo re­ 
fused to comply, and then General Otis 
made tho demand for the release of the 
prisouern and threatened to arrest A gui­ 
naldo if he refused. 
The first letter of 
Aguinaldo follows; 
“ It is a pleasure for me to acknow l­ 
edge the receipt of your letter of the 
other day, and I ain persuaded that the 
observations made by you were learned 
in a free land. First let mo tell you 
that it is not my policy to make prison­ 
ers of women or children. 
No ruin has 
ever been held prisoner by the P hilip­ 
pine forces. 
If among our prisoners is 
found a child or woman, it is because 
these persons have elected to remain 
w ith their father or husband. 
Some 
prisoners of this class are supported out 
of the Philippine treasury. I know that 
this is apparently a violation of the 
rules and usages of war as practiced by 
civilized nations, but I think it is a 
policy dictated by principles of hum an­ 
ity. 
These women and children may 
have their liberty if they desire it. 
“ You declare that the Spanish civil 
functionaries aud the Spanish monks 
may not be imprisoned w ithout viola­ 
tion of the rules of international law 
W e have never made prisoners of the 
Spanish secular clergy, but have cap­ 
tured and imprisoned the monks. I feel 
that on this subject the foreign mind 
has been very much misled. I desire to 
remind you that Spanish civil function 
aries and Spanish monks are such in 
name only. A t the beginning of the war 
between America and Spain General 
Augustin organized the civil employees 
into armed corps and they continued to 
bear arms against the Philippine people. 
It is true that they did not go much in ­ 
to the fields of battle, but they were 
useful to Spain in harassing and toi lu r­ 
ing unarmed and inoffensive Filipinos. 
T hese people subjected thousands of my 
people to cruel, unnatural and unneces­ 
sary tortures. 
“ In the m atter of the Spanish monks, 
perm it me to tell you that they havr 
done more than any other class in en­ 
slaving oar people. 
In tim es of peace 
this class has levied tribute from my 
people. 
The canon law s of the Roman 
Catholic church forbid that monks shall 
take up arms, enter the m ilitary serv­ 
ice or actively participate in politics. 
The Spanish monks in the Philippines 
have done all these things. 
They have 
long deceived the Vatican. 
W hen the 
secular clergy who are Filipinos sought 
to bring the abuses to the attention of 
the high authorities in tin? chm ch. they 
were persecuted and tortured by tin 
monks and the powerful religious cor 
potations 
These monks pretended to 
the Spanish authorities that to them 
were due in the main the subjection of 
the Filipinos and the m aintenance of 
Spanish sovereignty in these islands 
T he Bpauiah functionaries who were 
cognizant of this deception did not di> 
close it. a s they were in the hire of the 
rich ecclesiastical corporations. 
Tin 
leading cause of the Philippine recoin 
tion may be attributed justly to tin 
m achinations of these alleged men of 
God. They have kept closed the door to 
liberty and progress. AU foreigners who 
have studied the Philippine situation 
w ill bear me out in this statem ent. 
“ General, in view of the history o f 
these monks and the power which by 
reason o f their gold they are able to ex 
ercise over certain classes of weak and 
fanatical Filipinos it is not good public 
policy that they should be allowed their 
liberty a i th is time. 
I believe that the 
Philippine republic must restrain the 
civil functionaries tiU such tim e as 
they shall be deported and shall keep 
the monks in confinement till they shall 
be forced by the Vatican to abstain 
from c lit ic s in these islands. It is nei­ 
ther bate nor revenge which impels m e 
to m aintain these persons in confine 
ment. 
Their imprisonm ent is dictated 
by public policy. 
My people demand 
that these men De held as prisoners, and 
I can but obey their w ill. 
If you w ilt 
present these view s and reasons to th* 
free people of America, I know that 
you w ill earn the love and good w ill oi 
the people of the Philippine Islands. “ 
In reply to the demand of Genera 
O tis for the delivery of the prisoner 
Aguinaldo wrote as follows: 
“ In my previous letters I explainer 
to yon my reasons for holding the poi 
sons indicated as prisoners of war. Ye 
say that according to the rules of intel 
national law men should not be beld a 


prisoners OI War unless they have ac­ 
tually horn" arm s in the service of the 
enemy. 
This is m y contention. 
The 
Spanish 
civil 
functionaries 
and the 
monks have borne arm s against my peo­ 
ple 
My conduct has been conformable 
to the principles yon lay down. 
I ii ad ­ 
dition to actually bearing arm s the civil 
functionaries and the monks have aided 
and abetted in every way w ithin their 
power the enemies of m y people. If you 
will read the Spanish newspapers p rin t­ 
ed at Manila, you will find therein veri­ 
fication of w hat I tell you w ith regard 
to the conduct of the monks and civil 
functionaries during 
the 
Philippine 
revolution. 
The 
monks threw aw ay 
their sa* ted robes and m ade slaves of 
defenseless Filipinos 
They confiscated 
the property of my people. In my trea t­ 
m ent of these men I am not moved by 
m otives of vengeance. It is a notorious 
fact th a t these monks served as officers 
of volunteers. There was one volunteer 
corps recruited altogether from monks. 
Convents and m onasteries were tran s­ 
formed into forts and arsenals. 
Many 
arms and much am m u n itio n were taken 
from these places by m y troops. 
“ I h ave followed the principles of 
international law as laid down by Fiore. 
Martens. Bluntschli and others. 
T hese 
w riters hold th a t any person who goes 
forth to w ar as a part of the for ce of 
an enemy may be held as a prisoner. 
T h e Encyclopedia Hispano-Am erieano 
says, ‘All who form a part of the ene­ 
m y's force, even including news [taper 
correspondents and troops of the com ­ 
missary departm ent, m ay be held a- 
prisoners of war. ’ 
“ Reprisal is an adm itted right by the 
cultured nations. 
I recall that during 
the w ar of Am erican independence tie- 
great W ashington, to avenge the exeen 
tion of an Am erican colonel taken pris­ 
oner by tin* British, ordered the execu­ 
tion of a British colonel held prisoner 
by the Americans. 
This order was not 
carried out. thanks to the intercession 
of the queen of France. 
“ Even if I have no right under the 
rules of international law to hold these 
people as prisoners I certainly have this 
right under the rnles of reprisal, as I 
wish to compel the Spaniards to release 
the Filipinos held prisoners and to 
avenge the horrid tortures inflicted on 
Filipinos who fell into the hands of the 
enemy. As I said in m y previous letter, 
the rules of international law must be 
silent before the just and righteous 
cause of a people engaged in the strug­ 
gle for their independence. 
Although 
the Filipinos have not been recognized 
by the cultured nations, they have the 
glory of having obeyed all the rules of 
war as practiced by those high nations. ” 
—N ew York Son.

Some 
prisonoFR o f thi« class are sui)|Kirted out 
o f the Philippine trea.snry. I know’ that 
this is a|jparently a vicdation of the 
rules and nsag e« o f war as iiracticed by 
civilized nations, but I think it is a 
policy dictated by principles of hum an­ 
ity. 
These women and children may 
have their lit>erty if they desire it. 
“ Yoa declare that the Spanish civil 
functkioarieH and the Spanish monks 
may not l>e inipriwmed w’itho ut vio la­ 
tion of the rnlea o f internatio nal law 
W e have never made prisoners o f the 
Spanish eccolar clerg y, bnt have cap­ 
tured and imprisoned the monks. I feel 
that on this subject the foreig n mind 
has been very much misled. I desire to 
remind yo u that Spanish civil functio n­ 
aries and Spanish mcnks are such in 
name only. At the lieg inning of the war 
between America and Spain General 
Aug ustin org anized the civil employees 
into armed corps and they continued to 
bt'ar arma ag ainst the Philippine people.

this class has levied tribute from my 
people.

By a remarkable coincidence John 
Adams and Thomas Jefferson expired on 
the same day, the 4th of July, 1826. 
On the morning of the 4th the physician 
of John Adams did not believe he 
would survive the day. 
He could hear 
the tiring of cannon. 
"D o you know 
what day this is?” the ex-president was 
asked. 
‘‘Oh, yes, it is the glorious 
Fourth of July! God bless it! God bless 
you a ll!” Later he said, half to himself, 
•‘Thom as Jefferson still survives.” But 
be was mistaken. Jefferson had expired. 
Some weeks before this Jefferson be­ 
gan to fail visibly. ‘‘Do not imagine for 
a moment that I feel the smallest solic­ 
itude about the result, ” he said. ‘‘I am 
like an old watch with a pinion worn 
out here and a wheel there until it can 
run no longer.” On the eve of the 4tb 
be awoke, thinking it morning, aud 
said,“ This is the Fourth of July. ” These 
were his last words. He died at noon. 
James Madison died of old age June 
28, 1836, at his home in Montpelier, 
Vt. Madison was in his eighty-fifth 
year, and his end was peaceful. 
Janies 
Monroe in 1830 went to New York to 
reside with his son-in-law and died of 
general debility in that city on the 4th 
of July, 1831, at the age of 73. 
John Quincy Adams met with a rather 
tragic death. 
On the 21st of February, 
1848, ho arose in his seat in the house 
ct representatives aud was about to open 
his mouth, when he suddenly fell back, 
stricken with paralysis. 
He survived 
long enough to sa y : ‘‘This is the end of 
life. lam content.” 
He died beneath 
the dome of the capitol. 
Andrew Jackson suffered from con­ 
sumption and dropsy 
in his closing 
years. On Sunday, the 8th of June, 
1843, it was apparent that his last day 
had arrived, and calling the members 
of bis family aud his servants to his 
bedside he said, ‘‘My dear children, 
friends and servants, I hope and trust to 
meet you all in heaven, both wbito and 
black.” All of those about him were in 
tears, and his last words were: ‘‘What 
is the matter with my dear children? I 
have alarmed you. Oh, do not cry! We 
will meet in heaven.” 
Martin Van Buren died on July 24, 
1862, at the age of 80 years. 
His final 
hours were not marked by any unusual 
events or remarks. William Henry Har­ 
rison \vas taken very ill just one month 
after his inauguration. In his delirium 
bepaid: ‘‘Sir, I wish you to understand 
the principles of the government. 
I 
wish them carried out. 
I ask nothing 
more.” John Tyler died from a m ys­ 
terious disorder resembling a bilious at­ 
tack in the latter part of 1862 at his 
home in Virginia. His illness was brief. 
James Knox Polk retired from the 
presidency on the 5th of March, 1849, 
and while on his way to his home, 
Nashville, he contracted the cholera. 
Du the 15th of June, 1849, he died 
without saying a word. 
General Zachary Taylor died on the 
&th of July, 1850. His last words were: 
I am not afraid to die. 
I am ready. I 
have endeavored to do my duty .” 
Millard Fillmore died from paralysis 
un the 8th of March, 1874, at his resi­ 
gnee in Buffalo. 
A short time before 
death be wrote: ‘‘l a m happy to say 
that my health is perfect. 
I eat, drink 
and sleep as well as ever and take a 
uep but silent interest in public affairs. 
-Mrs. Fillmore’s health can be restor- 
u . I would feel as if I were living in a 
Perfect paradise. ” Soon after this Mr. 
fillmore breathed his last.

PLATINUM IN T H E K L O N D IK E 


Consul M c C o o k R e p o r t * R i c h F i n d In 
Hootalinqna Creek. 
Consul McCook reports from Dawson 
City the discovery of platinum in large 
quantities in the black sand that forms 
the beds of the streams in the Yukon 
district. 
Quoting from an article in a 
local paper, the consul says that the 
discovery is of great importance if all 
reports are true and will result in the 
development of another mineral prod­ 
uct. 
A careful furnace test made of 
black sand dredged from the Hootalin- 
qua river gave an average result to the 
ton of nonmetallic sand of $102 in gold 
and 9b ounces of platinum, some iridium 
and a trace of tin. The platinum at $8 
per ounce would amount in value to 
$<86. making the total value of the ton 
of sand $870. 
One-fourth of the black 
sand of that section is nonmetallic or 
gold bearing, giving the above results, 
and heretofore it has been considered 
an obstacle in the way of getting out 
gold, its specific gravity causing it to 
remain in the riffles of the sluice boxes. 
Regarding the gold output from the 
Klondike. Consul McCook says: “ It is 
as yet too early to get any idea of what 
the output of gold from the different 
creeks will amount to. 
There are a 
great many more men at work this sea­ 
son than last, and it is supposed more 
gold will be taken out. On some creeks 
which were considered good there will 
be disappointment, while others, called 
•wildcat’ and where little or nothing 
was expected, are being prospected with 
good results. 
Quite a stampede has 
taken place within the past few weeks 
from here to the Stuart river district. 
Several new creeks have been discovered 
in that locality where good prospects 
have been found. They are called This­ 
tle, Seroggie, 
Kirkman, Tulare and 
Ballan creeks, all tributaries of the 
Yukon river. A town site is already lo­ 
u te d at the month of Thistle creek and 
also one at the month of Stuart river, 
both of which promise to rival Dawson. 
For any one not having claims this is 
the most promising section now. 
“ The mining districts in and around 
Dawson are entirely overdone. 
On the 
Alaska side, Forty Mile post, Eagle 
( tty. Star City and that vicinity, it is 
confidently expected that this winter 
will bring forth good results.” —Chica­ 
go Inter Ocean. 


Brief F a c t* About W ashington.

He suffered from toothache, aud be­ 
fore hie death every tooth in his head 
had been extracted. 
His death was hastened by doctors, 
who bled him when he was in such a 
weak state that such a course of action 
could not but prove fatal.

A11» r Washington a r turn irom tins 
expedition tbe course pursued by Gov­ 
ernor Diuwiddie in reorganizing the 
troops of Virginia gave him great dissat­ 


isfaction. Tho effort cf it would be tore* 
duce Washington from tho rank of Colo* 
nel to captain, aud, his remonstrances 
tieing in vain, he resigned from the serv­ 
ice. After a brief visit to his mother bo 
retired to Mount Vernon, but he had 
not been long there when be was solic­ 
ited by Governor Sharpe of Maryland, 
then the commander in chief of the 
British forces, to resume his former m il­ 
itary rank, but under conditions which 
he could not reconcile with his self re­ 
spect. 
In declining tbe invitation he 
used tho memorable language, “ I shall 
have the consolation of knowing that I 
have opened the way when the small­ 
ness of our numbers exposed us to the 
attacks of a superior enemy, and that I 
have had tbe thanks of my country for 
tbe services I have rendered.” 
General Braddock having 
arrived 
from England with two regiments of 
regolarB, an appointment on his staff 
was offered to Washington, which he 
accepted. 
In taking this step he was 
doubtless fascinated by tbe circum­ 
stances and excitement of war, and he 
confessed an anxiety to study strategy, 
tactics and the art of moving armies 
under an approved master. 
Familiar with the dangers and diffi­ 
culties they would encounter, Washing­ 
ton gave General Braddock much pru­ 
dent counsel before he set out on his 
disastrous expedition and afterward, and 
had it been followed the result might 
havo been very different. Notwithstand­ 
ing a violent attack of fever he was 
with General Braddock on tbe bloody 
field of the Monongahela, behaving, as

his fellow aid-de-camp, Colonel Orme, 
testified, “ with the greatest courage 
aud resolution.” He was also with him 
at his defeat and death, and it fell to 
bim by a strange coincidence to read 
the service for the dead at the burial of 
his dead commander at Great Meadows, 
the scene of his own capitulation tbe 
year before. 
He was the only mounted 
officer that was not killed or disabled at 
tbe engagement. 
A force of 2,000 men having been 
raised by the Virginia assembly, Wash­ 
ington was appointed to the chief com­ 
mand. 
In February, 1756, he visited 
Governor Shirley in Boston and settled 
with him, as commander in chief of the 
British forces, a vexations question of 
precedence between tbe provincial offi­ 
cers and those appointed by the crown. 
Upon his return to his post he devoted 
himself to measures for tbe protection 
of the frontier, and on tbe 25th of No­ 
vember, 1758, Washington was privi­ 
leged to plant tbe British flag upon the 
smoking ruins of Fort Duquesne. 
This was the last active service he 
performed as a British officer. The fol­ 
lowing year he married Mrs. Cnstis, 
known henceforth in history as Martha 
Washington, aud about the same time 
b e resigned his commission uh a colonial 
officer. Fourteen or 15 years elapsed be­ 
fore tbe great struggle for American in­ 
dependence 
began, and 
when it did 
General Washington discovered the in­ 
estimable value of the training aud ex­ 
perience be had secured as a British offi­ 
cer.

Burning the hoof could be dispensed 
with and is so dispensed with when the 
hoof is trimmed on renewal of tilt 
wearing parts. 
When a nailed shoe comes off, it 
sometimes happens tnat part of th** hoof 
is torn away and the horse has to cease 
work until the hoof has grown sound 
again. 
This cannot happen with the 
nailless horseshoe, and so time, r* pre­ 
senting money for feeding and restora­ 
tion to sound feet again, is saved.

This 
label denotes that the composition on 
the cards was executed by a union 
printer, but did not guarantee that the 
finished product was entirely the out­ 
put of union labor. 
Many printing con­ 
cerns employ onion printers and non­ 
union pressmen, and the use of the typo­ 
graphical label is not prohibited; and 
vice versa, the product of non-union 
printers'often goes into a union press 
room. and bears the label of the press 
tnen’s union. 
To be on the safe side, your printing 
should bear the label of the Allied 
Printing Trades, to be had ODly in the 
larger cities, where a number of print, 
ing trade unions amalgamate, or both 
the International Printing Pressmen’s 
an (^Typographies I labels.

Quoting from an article in a 
local p ap er, the consul says that the 
discovery is of great imp ortance if all 
rep orts are true and will result in the 
develoimieiit of another mineral p rod­ 
uct. 
A careful furnace test m ade of 
black sand dredged from the Hootaliii- 
qua river gave an average result to the 
ton of noniuetallic sand of fl0 2 iu gold 
and 9b ounces of p latinum, some iridium 
and a trace of tin. The p latinum at $8 
p er ounce would anionut in value to 
1786, maknig the total value of the ton 
of sand f870. 
One-fourth of the black 
sand of that secticm is nonmetallic or 
gold bearing, giving the above results, 
and heretofore it has been considered 
an obstacle in the way of getting out 
gold, its H{)eeific gravity causing it to 
remain in theriiHcs of the sluice boxes. 
^R egarding the gold outp ut from the 
Klondike, Coiisul ^IcCook .savs; “ It is 
as Vt t too early to get any idea of what 
the outp ut of gold from* the different 
creeks will am ount to. 
Tlu're are a 
great many more men at work this sea­ 
son than last, and it is Hup jiosed more 
gold will he taken out. On .some cna'ks 
which were considered good there will 
be disap p ointiiHUit, while others, called 
•wildc'at’ anti where little or nothing 
Was f‘X})(*eted, are btuug p rosp ected with 
good results.

’ The George W ashington Memorial as­ 
sociation is the outgrowth of the pa­ 
triotic desire to perfect this gift as an 
acknowledgment of tho nation’s debt of 
h< nor to the Fath er of H is Country. The 
women who compose it are working iii 
conjunction with a committee of IOO 
men, made up of prominent jurists, leg­ 
islators aud educators, headed by the 
lion. Melville W. Fuller, chief justice 
of the United States. 
r] heir design is to raise a memorial 
building which shall he used as the a d ­ 
ministration building of the university 
and to raise it by tho popular subscrip- I 
lion of the women and children of the 
land. To compass this project a fund of j 
|250,000 will 
ho necessary, but the | 
George Washington Memorial associa­ 
tion has already placed its foot on the 
ladder of success. Organized less than a 
year ago with a membership of 70, it 
has today an enrollment of more than 
8,000, with $16,000 in the treasury as 
an earnest of what is to come. 
The University of the United States 
ie intended to he a postgraduate uni­ 
versity, which shall set a standard and 
complete the educational plan of the 
country by offering unexampled oppor­ 
tunity for advanced work. 
Washing­ 
ton’s central idea that such an institu­ 
tion would m ake for good citizenship 
and patriotism in its highest sense is 
plainly shown in the terms of bis be­ 
quest, here reproduced: 
That as it has always been a source of seri­ 
ous regret with me, to see the youth of these 
United States sent to foreign countries for the 
purpose of Education often before their minds 
were formed, or they have imbibed any ade­ 
quate ideas of the happiness of their own,— 
contracting too frequently, not only habits of 
dissipation and extravagance, but principles 
unfriendly to Republican Government and to 
true and genuine liberties of mankind, which 
there after are rarely overcome.—For these 
r< asor* it has been my ardent wish to see a 
plan devised on a liberal scale which w ould 
have a tendency to spread systematic ideas 
through all parts of this rising Empire, there­ 
by to do away local attachments and state 
prejudices, as far as the nature of things 
would or indeed ought to admit, from our na 
tionul Councils. Looking anxiously forward 
to the accomplishment of so desirable an ob 
lect as this (in my estimation) my mind has 
not been able to contemplate any plan more 
likely to effect the measure than, the estab 
bailment cf a University in the central part 
of the United States to which the Youths of 
fortune and talents from all parts thereof 
might be sent for the completion of their Edu 
cation in all branches cif Polite literature in 
Arts and Sciences, in acquiring knowledge on

Washington was by instinct a soldier. 
He was descended from it fam ily of gen­ 
tlemen, many cf whom 
had distin­ 
guished themselves in tho wars of Eug- 
land. 
It is not then strange that at an 
early ago ho should display aptitudes 
and .inclinations for a m ilitary life. 
This bias of his mind was also aided by 
circumstances aud environment. 
When 
a boy attending school— tho schoolmas­ 
ter, by tho way, being sexton of tho 
parish and his father’s tenant— Great 
Britain and Spain were engaged 
in 
war, and Virginia entered with ardor 
into the contest. 
Tho inspiring music 
cf the fife and drum w as re-echoed from 
town and village to tho scattered ham- 
lets, and the Old Dominion’s quota of 
men w as soon recruited aud dispatched 
to the f-cat of war in the West Indies. 
The mind of tho boy was tinder to 
such a flame. 
His imagination became 
fired with military ardor, and soon lie 
transformed the school playground into 
a scene of mimic battles. 
Tho school­ 
boys 
wcro classified as English and 
Spanish, 
the former commanded by 
young Washington and the latter by a 


I boy named W illiam Stubble. 
History 
! does not relate which party won tho 
'{ greatest number of victories, but it may 
he safely assumed that George W ash­ 
ington’s gained a fair share of the lau­ 
rels. 
When George was l l years of age, 
his elder brother Lawrence, who had 
been a captain in the Virginia battalion 
sent to the war, returned home. 
The 
stories he told his young brother of the 
scenes aud incidents of warfare increas­ 
ed to enthusiasm his military ardor, and 
henceforth, when not engaged in sham 
fights, parades, reviews and other war­ 
like features, at which George always 
commanded, occupied every spare m o­ 
ment of the boy’s time. 
When George Washington was about 
14 years of uge, his brother Lawrence, 
observing in him preferences aud a tem ­ 
perament so congenial to his own, pro­ 
posed to the boy’sm other that ho should 
enter the navy, uh it offered at that time 
greater chances of preferment. 
Mrs. 
Washington reluctantly and after great 
persuasion gave ber consent to this pro­ 
posal, and u midshipman s warrant was 
obtained for the youth. 
Ho engaged 
with spirit and enthusiasm in the work 
of preparation for his departure, and it 
is stated that his luggage was actually 
on hoard a man-of-war anchored in the 
river 
when at the last moment his 
mother relented. 
It is perhaps idle to 
conjecture what m ight or m ight not 
have happened had George Washington 
entered the British navy. 
It is, how­ 
ever, quite safo to assum e that had he 
done sn he would never 
have been 
(mown us the “ Father of H is Country.” 
After passing three years as a surveyor 
Washington, when but 19 years of age, 
was appointed adjutant general with 
the rank of major to inspect aud exer­ 
cise the m ilitia iii one of the districts 
into which Virginia w as divided in 
view of the French encroachments and 
Indian depredations with 
which 
the 
frontiers were threatened. I4 reach posts 
were already established on the banks 
of the Ohio, urn! Governor Dinwiddle 
selected Washington for the dangerous 
and arduous mission of interviewing 
the 
officer commanding 
the Freuoh 
forces and inquiring by what authority 
he was invading tho k in g’s dominions. 
He accepted at ouce aud set out, w ith­ 
out m ilitary escort, on his journey of 
nearly 600 miles, a great part of it over 
lofty and rugged mountains aud through 
the heart of the wilderness. 
After en­ 
countering many dangers aud narrowly 
escaping with his life he successfully 
performed his mission™ hud Jan. 
18, 
1754, delivered to Governor Din widdle 
the reply of the French commander to 
bis message of inquiry. 
immediately atter wasnington s re­ 
turn he was appointed to the command 
of a sm all body of 
troops raised to 
meet immediate exigencies.

been increased, he was appointed lieu­ 
tenant colonel of a regiment, of which 
he shortly assumed tho full command 
through the death of his colonel.

F o u rth of July! God bless it! God bless 
you a ll!” Later he said, half to himself, 
•‘T h o m a s Jefferson still survives. ” But 
he was m i s t a k e n . Jefferson bad expired. 
Some weeks before this Jefferson be­ 
gun to fail visibly. “ Do not im agine for 
a moment that I feel the smallest solic­ 
itude about the re su lt,’’ be said. “ I am 
like an old watch w ith a pinion worn 
out here and a wheel there until it can 
run no longer.” 
On the eve of the 4th 
bo awoke, thinking it morning, aud 
said,“ This is tho F o u rth of July. ” These 
were his last words. He died at noon. 
James Madison died of old age June 
28, 1836, at his home in Montpelier, 
Vt.

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PLATINUM IN THE KLONDIKE 


C o n s u l Met o o U l l , - p o r t s It l o b F i n d In 
l l o o t t t l i n q un F r e e k . 
Consul McCook reports from Dawson 
City tho discovery of platinum in large 
quantities in the black sam! that forms 
the beds of the streams in the Yukon 
district. 
Quoting from an article in a 
local paper, the consul says that the 
discovery is of great importance if all 
reports are true and will result in the 
development of another mineral prod­ 
uct. 
A careful furnace test made of 
black sand dredged from the Hootalin- 
qna river gave an average result to the 
ton of nonmetallic sand of ll0 2 in gold 
and 96 ounces of platinum, some iridium 
and a trace of tin. 
The platinum at |8 
per ounce would am ount in value to 
$786, making the total value of the ton 
of sand |87U. 
One-fourth of the black 
sand of that section is nonmetallic or 
gold hearing, giving the above results, 
and heretofore it has been considered 
an obstacle in the way of getting out 
gold, its specific gravity causing it to 
remain in the riffles of the sluice boxes. 
Regarding the gold o utput from the 
Klondike. Consul McCook says: ‘‘It is 
as yet too early to get any idea of what 
the output of gold from the different 
creeks will am ount to. 
There are a 
great many more men a t work this sea­ 
son than last, and it is supposed more 
gold will be taken out. On some creeks 
which were considered good there will 
be disappointment, while others, called 
‘w ildcat’ and where little or nothing 
was expected, are being prospected with 
good results. 
Quite a stampede has 
taken place w ithin the past few weeks 
from here to the S tu a rt river district. 
Si vi ral new creeks have been discovered 
in th a t locality where good prospects 
have been found. They are called This­ 
tle. Si loggie, 
Kirkman, Tulare aud 
Ballart creeks, all tributaries of the 
Yukon river. A town site is already lo­ 
u te d at the m onth of Thistle creek and 
also one at the month of S tu a rt river. 
Loth of which promise to rival Dawson. 
For any one not having claims this is 
the most promising section now.

After a brit f visit to his mot lit r ho 
I retired to Mount Vernon, but ho had 
not bien long there when he was solic­ 
ited by Governor Sharpe of Maryland, 
then tho commander in chief of tho 
British forces, to resume his former mil 
itary rank, hut under conditions w bidi 
ho could not reconcile w ith his self re­ 
spect. 
In declining the invitation ho 
used tho memorable language, “ I shall 
have tho consolation of knowing that I 
have opened tho way when tho sm all­ 
ness of our numbers exposed us to the 
attacks of a superior enemy, aud that I 
have had tho thanks of my country for 
the services I have rendered.” 
G eneral 
Braddock having 
arrived 
from England w ith two regim ents of 
regulars, un appointm ent on his staff 
was offered to W ashington, w hich he 
accepted. 
In taking this step he was 
doubtless fascinated 
by th e circum ­ 
stances and excitement o f w ar, and he 
confessed an anxiety to study strategy, 
tactics and tim art of m oving armies 
under an approved master. 
F am iliar w ith the dangers and diffi­ 
culties they would encounter, W ashing­ 
ton gave G eneral Braddock m uch p ru ­ 
dent. counsel before he set o ut on his 
disastrous expedition and afterw ard, and 
had it been followed the result m ight 
have been very different. N o tw ith stan d ­ 
ing a violent attack of fever he was 
w ith G eneral Braddock on the bloody 
field of th e Monongahela, behaving, as 
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COLONEL WASHINGTON AT TWENTY-FIVE. 
his fellow aid-de-camp, Colonel Urine, 
testified, “ w ith the greatest courage 
aud resolution.” Ile was also w ith bim 
at his defeat and death, and it full to 
him by a strange coincidence to read 
the service for the dead at tho burial of 
his dead commander at Great Meadows, 
the scene of his own capitulation the 
year before. 
He was the only mounted 
officer th a t was not killed or disabled ut 
the engagement. 
A force of 2,000 men buving been 
raised by the V irginia assembly, W ash­ 
ington w as appointed to the chief com­ 
mand. 
In February, 1756, ho visited 
Governor Shirley in Boston and settled 
with him, as commander in chief of the 
British forces, a vexatious question of 
precedence between the provincial offi­ 
cers and those appointed by th e crown. 
Upon bis return to his post be devoted 
himself to measures for the protection 
of the frontier, and on the 25th of N o­ 
vember, 1758, W ashington w as p riv i­ 
leged to plant the British flag upon the 
smoking ruins of Fort Duquesne. 
This was the last active service he 
performed as a British officer. 
The fol­ 
lowing year he married Mrs. Custis, 
known henceforth in history as M artha 
W ashington, aud about tho same tim e 
he resigned his commission as a colonial 
officer. Fourteen or 15 years elapsed be­ 
fore the great struggle for American in- 
dependenee 
began, and 
when it did 
General W ashington discovered the in ­ 
estimable value of the training aud ex­ 
perience he had secured as a British offi­ 
cer.

Our 
Catholic church is declared by Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley to be independent of the state. 
It now looks up to the pope only, who 
has named a Frenchman as apostolic 
delegate 
Mgr. Deschapelles. bishop of 
New Orleans. 
“ The Americans give us a customs 
tariff 62 per cent lower than the one 
under which we operated before the 
war. arid in spite of it the custom 
house at Santiago has produced 25 per 
cent more than the amount received 
during any corresponding period, which 
goes to show that the days of stealing 
are over. 
The Americans have also 
abolished the passports for the interior 
This was an exorbitant tax. 
My own 
passport (cedula personal) cost rue IOO 
piastres-—that is to say. 500 francs 
per 
year ($96.50).

statement. 
The letter of the depart 
ment, he said. so far as it relates to him, 
can be summarized nuder the following 
heads: 
“ The delay off Cienfuegos; the al­ 
leged slow progress toward Santiago de 
Cuba trom Cienfuegos; the retrograde 
movements on the 2'ith and 27th of 
May; the battle of Santiago and the 
destruction of Cervera’s fleet.” 
The admiral says his orders from 
Sampson on May 19 were to blockade 
Cienfuegos, which he proceeded to do. 
On May 24, for the first time, he 
learned definitely that the Spanish fleet 
was not at Cienfuegos. 
W ithin two 
hours he started for Santiago.

could see no ground for such criticism. 
He quotes trom the dispatch of Samp­ 
son of May 20, in which the latter says 
Schley should “hold his fleet off Glen- 
luegos.

rinds place on nearly all the candidate 


c a r d s this spring. 
The label is that of 
the International Printing Pressmen’s 
Union of North America, and shows 
that the printing on which it appears 
was done under the supervision of a 
anion pressman. 
Heretofore but 
the 
typographical 
union label appeared on the cards. This 
label denotes that the composition on 
the cards was executed by a union 
printer, but did not guarantee that the 
finished product was entirely the out­ 
put of union labor. 
Many printing con­ 
cerns employ union printers and non- 
onion pressmen, and the use of the typo­ 
graphical label is not prohibited; and 
vice versa, the product of non-union 
printers’often goes into a union press 
room, and bears the label of the press­ 
men’s union. 
To be on the safe side, your printing 
should bear the label of the Allied 
Printing Trades, to be had only in the 
larger cities, where a number of print, 
ing trade onions amalgamate, or both 
the International Printing Pressmen’s 
and'Typographical labels. 
The N ew s R e v ie w is entitled to 
use both 
labels. 
This 
seems 
like 
a monopoly in 
the 
candidate 
card 
business, but 
not a labor crushing 
monopoly. 
W hen a voter receives a 
card bearing these two labels he knows 
that the workmen who turned it out re­ 
ceived a fair day’s wages for a fair 
day’s work, and that the candidate pre- 
■enting'it is in touch with the workmen. 
Beware of cards containing no label 
whatever. 
There are numerous print­ 
ing offices in the district, 
where 
a 
journeyman printer considers himself 
fortunate to get a dollar for ten hours’ 
hard labor, and where the mechanical 
forces are composed chiefly of girls and 
boys at wages ranging from $1.50 to 
$4 60 per week. 
A true unionist and onion sympathizer 
buys union clothing, eats union food 
and chews or smokes union tobacco. 
He also supports candidates who use 
union label cards 
e x c l u siv e l y. 
He 
don't like a man that straddles the 
issue.

When much of the heavy ice had 
passed this city yesterday the river 
began to fall rapidly. The coal fleets 
had been put in safe places, their owners 
thought, close to the shore.

was such that loss may be the result. 
The float of the Enterprise company is 
aground and much iceds under some of 
the barges. 
The float is covered in part 
with water, and before it can be put in 
the water there is danger of it being 
badly strained. 
The same can be said of the Moore 
float,while the Liverpool Coal company’s 
ti *et is lying on ice six to eight feet 
high. The towboat Pacific worked all 
night with the fleet aud succeeded in 
placing the barges in a better position. 
The first boat to come down the river 
was the Clifton, Captain Fickes, of the 
Jutte company. 
It left Pittsburg in the 
afternoon and arrived at Market street 
at 6 o’clock. 
It went to work breaking 
the ice about the breakers at Market 
street and within a few hours had many 
of the barges, which were ice bound and 
grounded, in deep water. 
The wharf boat is gronnded and not 
touching 
water. 
The ferryboat Dis­ 
patch is grounded at Union street and 
is lying in a bad position. 
The Pacific 
tried to get it in water but was unsuc­ 
cessful. 
The shanty boats are shifted, 
and 
many of them are strained. 
The marks at the wharf today regis­ 
tered ll feet and rising. 
The steamer Virginia is expected to 
reach here from Middleport Friday.

packets are 
scheduled to resume Thursday and F ri­ 
day. The Greenwood also expects to I 
leave on her regular day, Friday, and 
the Ben Hur is preparing to leave Thurs­ 
day for Parkersburg.

‘‘Do you know 
what day this is?” the ex-president was 
asked. 
‘‘Oh, yes, it is the glorious 
Fourth of July! God bless it! God bless 
you all!” Later he said, half to himself, 
“ Thom as Jefferson still survives.” But 
tie was mistaken. Jefferson had expired. 
Some weeks before this Jefferson be­ 
gun to fail visibly. ‘‘Do not imagine for 
a moment that I feel the smallest solic­ 
itude about the result, ” he said. ‘‘I am 
like an old watch with a pinion worn 
out here and a wheel there until it can 
run no longer.” On the eve of the 4tb 
be awoke, thinking it morning, and 
said,‘‘This is the Fourth of July. ” These 
were his last words. He died at noon. 
James Madison died of old age June 
28, 1836, at iiis home in Montpelier, 
Vt. Madison was in his eighty-fifth 
year, and his end was peaceful. 
James 
Monroe in 1880 went to New York to 
reside with his son-in-law and died of 
general debility in that city on the 4th 
of July, 1831, at the age of 73. 
John Quincy Adams met with a rather 
tragic death. 
On the 21st of February, 
1848, he arose in his seat in the bouse 
of representatives aud was about toopen 
his mouth, when he suddenly fell hack, 
stricken with paralysis.

Un Sunday, the 8tli of June, 
1845, it was apparent that his last day 
bad arrived, and calling the members 
of bis family and his servants to his 
bedside he said, ‘‘My dear children, 
friends and servants, I hope and trust to 
meet you all in heaven, both white aud 
black. ” All of those about him w*ere in 
tears, aud his last words were: ‘‘What 
is the matter with my dear children? I 
have alarmed you. Oh, do not cry ! We 
will meet in heaven.” 
Martin Van Buren died on July 24, 
1862, at the age of 80 years. 
His final 
bourn were not marked by any unusual 
events or remarks. William Henry Har 
rison was taken very ill just one month 
after his inauguration. In his delirium 
be said: “ Sir, I wish you to understand 
the principles of the government.

PLATINUM IN T H E KLONDIKE 


C (instil M c C o o k Itc p o r t m R i c h F i n d In 
H o o t a l i n q a a ( ‘r e e k . 
Consul McCook reports from Dawson 
City the discovery of platinum in large 
quantities in the black sand that forms 
the beds of the streams in the Yukon 
district. 
Quoting from an article in a 
local paper, the consul says that the 
discovery is of great importance if ull 
reports are true and will result in the 
development of another mineral prod­ 
uct. 
A careful furnace test made of 
black sand dredged from the Hootalin- 
qua river gave an average result to the 
ton of nonmetallic sand of $102 in gold 
and 9b ounces of platinum, some iridium 
and a trace of tin. The platinum at $8 
per ounce would amount in value to 
$786. making the total value of the ton 
of sand $870. 
One-fourth of the black 
sand of that section is nonmetallic or 
gold bearing, giving the above results, 
aud heretofore it has been considered 
an obstacle in the way of getting out 
gold, its specific gravity causing it to 
remain in the riffles of the sluice boxes. 
Regarding the gold output from the 
Klondike, Consul McCook says: “ It is 
as yet too early to get any idea of what 
the output of gold from the different 
creeks will amount to. 
There are a 
great many more men at work this sea­ 
son than last, and it is supposed more 
gold will he taken out. On some creeks 
which were considered good there will 
be disappointment, while others, called 
‘wildcat* and where little or nothing 
was expected, are being prospected with 
good results. 
Qnite a stampede has 
taken place within the past few weeks 
from here to the Stuart river district. 
St vi ral new creeks have been discovered 
in that locality where good prospects 
have been found. T hey are called This­ 
tle, Scroggie, 
Kirkman, Tulare and 
Ballart creeks, all tributaries of the 
Yukon river. A town site is already lo- 
i tted at the month of Thistle creek and 
also one at the mouth of Stuart river, 
both of which promise to rival Dawson. 
For any one not having claims this is 
the most promising section now. 
“ The mining districts in and around 
Dawson are entirely overdone. 
On the 
Alaska side. Forty Mile post, Eagle 
( tty. Star City and that vicinity, it is 
confidently expected that this winter 
will bring forth good results.” —Chica­

After a brit f visit to bis mother be 
retired to Mount Vernon, but he had 
not been long there when he was solic­ 
ited by Governor Sharpe of Maryland, 
then the commander in chief of the 
British forces, to resume his former m il­ 
itary rank, but under conditions which 
he could not reconcile With his self re­ 
spect. 
In declining the invitation be 
used the memorable language, “ I shall 
have the consolation of knowing that I 
have opened the way when the small­ 
ness of our numbers exposed us to the 
attacks of a superior enemy, aud that I 
have had the thanks of my country for 
the services I have rendered.” 
General 
Braddock having 
arrived 
from England with two regiments of 
regnlars, an appointment on his staff 
was offered to Washington, which he 
accepted. 
In taking this step he was 
doubtless fascinated 
by the circum ­ 
stances aud excitement of war, and he 
confessed an anxiety to study strategy, 
tactics and tile art of moving armies 
under an approved master. 
Fam iliar with the dangers and diffl- 
cultiew they would encounter, W ashing­ 
ton gave General Braddock much pru­ 
dent counsel before he set out on his 
disastrous expedition aud afterward, and 
had it been followed the result might 
have been very different. N otw ithstand­ 
ing a violent attack of fever ho was 
with General Braddock on the bloody 
field of the Monongahela, behaving, as

his fellow aid-de-camp, Colonel Or me, 
testified, “ with the greatest courage 
and resolution.” He was also with him 
at his defeat and death, aud it fell to 
him by a strange coincidence to read 
the service for the dead ut tho burial of 
his dead commander at Groat Meadows, 
the scene of his own capitulation the 
year before. 
Ile was the only mounted 
officer that was not killed or disabled ut 
the engagement. 
A force of 2,000 men having been 
raised by the Virginia assembly, W ash­ 
ington was appointed to the chief com­ 
mand. 
In February, 1756, ho visited 
Governor Shirley in Boston and settled 
with him, as commander in chief of the 
British forces, a vexations question of 
precedence between the provincial offi­ 
cers and those appointed by the crown. 
Upon his return to his post be devoted 
himself to measures for the protection 
of the frontier, and on the 25th of No­ 
vember, 1758, Washington was privi­ 
leged to plant the British flag upon the 
smoking ruins of Fort Duquesne. 
This was tho last active service he 
performed as u British officer. The fol­ 
lowing year he married Mrs. Custis, 
known henceforth iii history us Martha 
Washington, and about the same time 
he resigned his commission aa a colonial 
officer. Fourteen or 15 years elapsed be­ 
fore tho great struggle for American in­ 
dependence 
began, and 
when it did 
General Washington discovered the in­ 
estimable value of the training and ex­ 
perience he had secured as a British offi­ 
cer.
